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'To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I  ha ye  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  report  for  the  year  1962. 

At  the  Census  of  1961,  the  population  was  10,071  and  the 
Registrar-General  estimates  that,  at  mid-1962,  it  was  10,040. 

In  1962  the  total  number  of  births  was  19  more  than  in  1961 
and  the  number  of  deaths  was  9  more.  The  standard  birth  rate  rose 
from  14.23  in  1961  to  16.17  per  1,000  of  the  population  in  1962  but 
was  still  lower  than  the  national  average.  The  death  rate  also 
rose  and  at  14.68  per  1,000  was  considerably  higher  than  the  average 
for  the  whole  country.  It  may  be  of  interest  to  note,  however,  that 
of  those  who  died  36.7%  were  over  75  and  26.5%  were  over  80  years  of 
age  at  the  time  of  death. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  there  was  only  one  still -birth, 
giving  a  rate  of  6.06  per  1,000  live  and  still  births  and  there  was 
only  one  death  below  the  age  of  one  year.  This  was  in  a  child  who 
because  of  prematurity,  survived  birth  by  only  one  hour.  The 
infantile  mortality  rate  was,  therefore,  only  6.097  per  1,000  live 

births  which  compares  very  favourably  with  the  national  rate  of 
21.6  per  1,000  live  births. 

Five  new  cases  of  respiratory  and  one  of  non-respiratory 
tuberculosis  were  notified  but  for  the  third  consecutive  year  there 
was  no  death  from  this  cause. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  malignant  neoplasms  fell  by  3 
and  the  number  of  deaths  from  malignant  neoplasms  of  the  lung,  also, 
fell  by  3,  as  compared  with  1961,  giving  death  rates  lower  than  the 
national  average. 

It  is  regrettable  that,  once  again,  no  Council  houses  were 
completed  and  no  progress  was  made  with  the  slum  clearance  programme. 
Building  was,  however,  resumed  and  some  progress  should  be  made  in 

1963. 


In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  all  officials  of  the  Council  for  the  help  they  are  always  willing 
to  give  when  required  and  I  must  express  my  appreciation  of  the  interest 
the  Council  takes  in  the  'work  of  the  Health  Department.

This  service,  provided  by  Northumberland  County  Council,  has  grown 
tremendously  since  the  beginning  of  the  National  Health  Service  in  1948. 
The  great  majority  of  the  persons  receiving  help  are  aged  and  infirm 
and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  service  supplies  a  great  need  and 
plays  a  valuable  part  in  enabling  old  people  to  continue  living  in  their 
own  homes,  where  most  of  them  want  to  be.  Unfortunately,  in  some  cases, 
the  service  appears  to  provide  relatives  with  a  means  of  avoiding 
family  responsibilities.  Some  abuse  of  the  service  seems  inevitable  but 
this  is  greatly  outweighed  by  the  good  which  it  does.

SECTION  C.* 


Water  Supply, 

The  whole  of  the  area  is  supplied  with  water  fron  the  Tynemouth 
Corporation  Water  Department .  The  v/ater  is  chlorinated,  is  of 
excellent  quality,  and  adequate  in  quantity.  The  pressure  was 
satisfactory  throughout  the  year,  and  the  average  consumption  was 
26.8  gallons  per  head  per  day. 

*  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  sewers  have  functioned  satisfactorily  during  the  year.  The 
scheme  to  deal  with  the  pollution  of  the  beach  and  the  surcharging 
of  the  sewers  during  high  tides  has  now  received  Ministry  approval, 
and  work  is  expected  to  start  during  1963*  It  is  anticipated  that 
this  will  eliminate  the  present  danger  to  health  from  the  stream 
which  discharges  over  the  sands. 


Public  Cleansing  and  Refuse 


Refuse  is  collected  twice  weekly,  and  no  complaints  have  been 
received  during  the  year.  The  two  refuse  tips  have  been  regularly 
inspected  and  treated  for  rodent  infestations. 


Pub lie  C  onvenience  s . 


The  extension  to  the  public  convenience  at  Prospect  Place  was 
not  constructed  in  1962,  but  has  now  been  completed  in  time  for  the 
1963  season.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  ease  the  problem  of 
facilities  for  the  large  number  of’  summer  visitors.  The  other 
conveniences  were  satisfactorily  maintained. 

Shops  and  Pood  Premises. 

The  standard  of  hygiene  in  these  premises  continues  to  be 
excellent ,  and  regular  inspections  have  shown  only  minor  defects 
which  have  all  been  remedied  promptly  by  the  various  ov/ners. 

Eradication  of  Vermin . 

One  complaint  of  bed-bugs  was  received  during  the  year.  32 
houses  v/ere  treated  for  cockroach  infestation,  and  advice  v/as  given 
in  a  number  of  cases  of  woodworm  infestation. 


Schools. 

The  various  school  canteens  and  toilets  were  inspected 
regularly  during  the  year  and  no  defects  were  found.

The  site  on  Newbiggin  Moor  could  not  be  considered  satisfactory, 
the  manager  having  failed  to  provide  all  the  toilet  and  ablution 
facilities  which  he  promised  originally 8  He,  also,  allowed  more  than 
the  permitted  number  of  caravans  on  the  site.  Conditions  will  have 
to  be  greatly  improved  if  this  site  is  to  continue  to  be  licensed. 

Illegal  stationing  of  caravans  and  bus  bodies  at  Lyneburn,  where 
the  attraction  is  sea-coal,  again  caused  concern  during  the  year. 
Steps  were  taken  to  have  this  area  cleared  but  the  trouble  has 
recurred  over  many  years  as  new  squatters  appear  after  each  clearance 
and  it  seems  as  though  there  will  be  no  permanent  solution  unless, 
or  until  the  supply  of  sea-coal  stops. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  new  machinery,  which  is  to  be  installed 
at  Lynemouth  Colliery  and  which  will  allow  a  much  smaller  amount  of 
coal  to  go  to  waste,  will  have  the  effect  of  reducing  the  supply  of 
sea-coal  to  such  an  extent  that  sea-coal  gathering  will  cease  to  be 
the  highly  profitable  business  that  it  has  been  in  recent  years. 

Conditions  at  Lyneburn  are  totally  unsuitable  for  human 
habitation.  There  have  been  several  instances  'where  young  children 
have  been  living  in  deplorable  conditions  and  strong  action  has  had' 
to  be  taken  to  have  them  removed. 

Slum  Clearance. 

Unfortunately  no  progress  was  made  daring  the  year  as  no 
Council  houses  were  completed.

Only  ten  notifications  were  received  during  the  year,  six  of 
them  being  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  and  four  of  them  Measles. 


-No  case  of  this  disease  has  occurred  since  1950  and  no  death 
from- it  has  taken  place  in  the  past  15  years. 

~  DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

-•  During  the  year,  134  pre-school  children  completed  a  primary 
course  of  immunisation,  while  196  pre-school  and  47  school  children 
received  re-inforcing  injections. 

Of  those  who  completed  the  primary  course, 124  were  treated 
with  triple  antigen  which  produces  immunity,  simultaneously,  agains ' 
diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus. 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination.  •  . 

In  the  Spring  of  1962  the  Ministry  of  Health  gave  approval  for 
the  use  of  oral  vaccine.  This  was,  welcome  because  of  the  ease  of 
administration,  the  consequent  reduction  in  the  number  of  mjec  iono 
to  which  children  had  to  be  submitted,  and  the  greater  protection 
thought  to  be  given  by  oral  vaccine,  both  to  the  individual  and 

the  community. 

During  the  year  580  persons  completed  the  primary  course  of  2 
iniectiox  .  of  Salk  vaccine  and  1447  received  a  primary  course  of  3 
doses  of  oral  vaccine.  In  addition  403  received  a  third  injection 
and  113  a  fourth  injection,  while  2081  received  a  dose  of  ora 
vaccine  to  re-inforce  a  primary  course  of  two  Salk  injections  and 
1064  betv/een  the  ages  of  5  and  12  years  were;  given  a  dos^  of  oral 
vaccine  after  three  Salk  injections. 

These  figures  refer  to  the  whole  of  the  Central  Area  of  the 

County.

Five  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  and  one  of  non-re spiratory 
were  notified  during  the  year.  The  case  of  non-rospiratory  tuberculosis 
was  one  of  meningitis  which  occurred  in  a  child  of  4  years  of  age,  whose 
father  was,  subsequently,  found  to  have  respiratory  tuberculosis. 

In  years  gone  by,  tubercular  meningitis  was  always  fatal  but, 
with  modern  drugs  and'  antibiotics,  many  cases  are  now  saved  and  this 
child  made  a  good  recovery.
